DELEGATION RETURNS FROM ZAIRE--The JMPLA-{ Youth Movement of the Popular 
Movement for the Liberation of Angola] Youth of the Party delegation 

returned last Sunday to Luanda after a 3-day meeting with the youth 
organizations of Zaire and the Congo in Kinshasa; Domingos Bartolomeu, the 
JMPLA first national secretary and a member of the party Central Committee, 
headed the delegation. in a statement to the press on his arrival, Bartolomeu 
termed the meeting very successful, stressing there were no disagreements 
during the wideranging discussions. Bartolomeu visited Brazzaville prior to 
his departure for the Zairian capital and met with Congolese Labor Party 
leaders, took part in a solidarity meeting and visited several production 
centers. In the joint communique issued at the end of the tripartite meeting, 
the youth organizations condemned the constant aggression by the racist 

South African Government against the free, sovereign territory of the People's 
Republic of Angola. In the document, the three organizations also denounced 
the African policy of imperialist powers which perpetuates the oppression and 
exploitation of the people of the continent and restated their willingness to 
intensify their work in the Assembly of South Africa.

UNDISCIPLINED CONSTRUCTION WORKERS--Malanje--The Malanje Provincial Commissariat 
will withdraw the Ministry of Construction staff workers from all 
municipalities and relocate them at provincial headquarters to achieve 

serious collaboration between the labor force and state budget officers. 
Ordered by the first consultative council of the Malanje Provincial 
Commissariat headed by Col Ludy Kissassunda, this measure was taken because 
those workers lived in the municipalities without doing their duties. 

According to information ANGOP obtained from the commissariat, the construction 
workers frequently ignored the directives of the municipal commissioners and 
were passive about their work plans. "This situation can be seen in the very 
poor state of most roads, many hindering the movement of people and goods," 
stressed the same source. The commissariat measure stipulates that municipal 
and road projects will now be done by crews sent directly from the city of 
Malanje.

UNEMPLOYMENT LEADS TO CRIME--In Calemba, one of the most populous, unpretentious 
neighborhoods of Luanda, robberies are increasing all the time because of the 
high unemployment rate, the main reason for this and other problems like shady 
ventures and disorderly conduct. We must understand that around 40 percent 

of the nearly 15,000 residents are unemployed or have no desire to work, 
preferring to live the easy life, involved in inappropriate activities 
unworthy of the kind of society we are trying to create in our country. The 
buildings of various party, mass and government organizations in the 
neighborhood and a few residences of honest workers are continually broken 
into by marginal individuals who take advantage of the inadequate security 
measures by the reduced number of Organization of Popular Defense soldiers. 
That organization cannot properly provide for the security and physical 

safety of the residents and has not received enough help from other 
organizations, mainly the residents" committees which do not carry out their 
duties.

GROUNDWORK SEEN READY FOR COOPERATION WITH USSR 
Accra GHANAIAN TIMES in English 5 Mar 82 p 4 


[Text] The Republic of Ghana is marking the 25th year of its independence. 
These years are filled with events important for its history and relations 
with many countries, including the Soviet Union. Immediately after Ghana 
became independent the two countries established mutually advantageous eco- 
nomic relations. 





In August 1960 the USSR and Ghana signed an inter-governmental agreement on 
economic and technical co-operation which put bilateral co-operation on an 
official footing. Co-operation with the Soviet Union was meant to build the 
foundations of Ghana's economic independence. 


Thus, the USSR assisted in establishing three rice-growing state farms for 
which the total of about 6,000 hectares of virgin land were put to use. The 
Soviet Union equipped these farms with more than five million rubles‘ worth 
of farming machines and equipment. 


In 1966 the large-panel ferroconcrete constructions factory in Accra was about 
to be put into operation. This house-building combin was to have an annual 
capacity of 70,000 square metres of living floor space. 


A machine-builders Training Centre for 250 students and a Refining Plant to 
produce 25 tons of gold annually were nearing completion. 


Soviet-Ghanaian economic co-operation was suspended in 1966. The transna- 
tional corporations did not like it that the young African state was striving 
for economic independence. The process was delayed for many years and the 
projects which were to serve as the basis of national economic independence 
were laid up. 


The 70s saw a renewal of bilateral economic relations which. however. did not 
reach the 1966 level. 


There is every opportunity for restoring the economic relations between the 
USSR and Ghana. The Soviet Union is ready to develop bilateral co-operation. 
Last year a draft contract for restoring the Adidome state farms was sent to 
Ghana. 








The Soviet side has agreed to build up a hospital for 200 beds. oil tanks. 
and to promote the transportation system on the Volta Lake. 


Simultaneously, Soviet organizations have sent to Ghana their proposals on 
completing the laid-up projects and supplying the required spare parts and 
materials. 


It will be no exaggeration to say that here is a very real groundwork for the 


continuation and further development of the Soviet-Ghanaian economic and tech- 
nical co-operation.

NO PROBLEM FORESEEN FOR PETROLEUM PRODUCTS 
Accra DAILY GRAPHIC in English 27 Feb 82 ppl, 5

[Text] Nigeria has excluded Ghana from the list of countries which enjoy a 
special 90-day credit facility for the payment of crude oil supplied by her. 


This is the result of Ghana's inability to meet her financial obligations un- 
der the agreement. 


Disclosing this in an interview yesterday, a spokesman for the petroleum de- 
partment of the Ministry of Fuel and Power said since the third week of last 
January the country had not received any crude oil from Nigeria. 


As at yesterday, Ghana's oil import bill and indebtedness to Nigeria stood at 
$98 million dollars. 


The spokesman indicated that there were more bills in the pipeline which were 
yet to mature and thus the debt might finally shoot up to about $100 million. 


According to him the department does not anticipate any problems with petrol- 
eum products now because Ghana has a reserve of refined products and some 
crude oil which will keep the country going for a while. 


It will be recalled that the Nigerian Government threatened to stop the supply 
of crude oil to Ghana by the end of last year. 


This compelled the deposed President, Dr. Hilla Limann to rush to Lagos on 
December 23 last year to renegotiate the payment of Ghana's debt to Nigeria. 


Meanwhile a government delegation has returned to Accra from Lagos after ne- 
gotiating with the Nigerian Government over the settlement of the debt. 


And as a precautionary measure, the government has granted the five major oil 
companies operating in the country 23 million worth of import licence, outside 
this year's planned budget, to bring in lubricants to avoid a possible 
shortage. 














The companies are Texaco, British Petroleum, Shell, Goil, and Mobil. 


Shell Ghana Limited is therefore expecting a quantity of lubricants from the 
Ivory Coast soon to augment the present stock.

TEXTBOOK BANNED FOR 'ATROCIOUS POLITICAL PROPAGANDA‘

[Excerpts] The Ministry of Education has explained that it decided to ban 
the use of the book "Modern English for Junior Secondary and Common Entrance 
Candidates" because of "its poor scholarship and atrocious political 
propaganda." 


And in the words of the Education Secretary, Ms Ama Ata Aidoo, the book "is a 
good example of the blatant prostitution of knowledge and scholarship that 
has been going on for sometime now in the country." 


It is the conviction of the Secretary that the use of the 116=-page book co- 
authored by one Nana Yaw Barimah and three others would not be proper because 
its contents and style would be “inimical to the progressive education" of 
the country's youth. 


Ms Aidoo who is also a writer observed that the use of such books are con- 
tributory factor to the poor quality of education given to children, being 
complained about by everybody for some time now. 





The book contains a series of ungrammatical and unidiomatic English as well 
as distortions of geographical and other facts. 


Now on the atrocious political propaganda the authors devoted two pages--44 
and 45--to discredit the erstwhile Armed Forces Revolutionary Council (AFRC) 
on, its effort, to eliminate 'Kalabule' among others. 


'Graphic' made efforts to get in touch with the chief author and his col- 
leagues but without success. 


However it learnt that the chief author has written to the Education Secretary 
pleading for leniency. 


According to him he is neither a politician nor an anti-revolutionary and 
should not be treated as such. 


Nana Yaw Barimah admitted that one of the comprehension works, apparently, 
pages 44-45 "is prejudicial to national issues." 








The chief author said: "I am a revolutionist and pragmatist and will not do 
anything to sabotage the success of this revolution." 


He stated that he directed the publishers to delete the block for that par- 
ticular issue from the book.

ADB WATER LOAN--The Accra/Tema Metropolitan Area will be supplied with extra 
15 million gallons of water daily as from April. This follows the completion 
of work on the 716 million water project at Weija started in July, 1978. It 
is expected that the intermittent water shortage experienced in some parts of 
Accra such as Dansoman, Odorkor and Abeka will be over as from April. The 
Assakum Engineering Construction Limited which undertook the project explained 
to newsmen that provision had been made to provide extra 30 million gallons of 
water daily to Accra and its suburbs.on completion of the third phase of the 
project. Mr Gilbert Kporku, project manager for the company, who conducted 
newsmen round the project site disclosed that one-third of the cost of the 
project was met with funds provided by the African Development Bank.

COMPULSORY AFRICAN CULTURE--The teaching of Ghanaian culture will be made 
compulsory in all elementary schools in the country as from next academic 
year. The move is to ensure that the youth live and grow with their culture 
and also to project the Ghanaian personality. Mr Asiedu Yirenkyi, Culture 
and Tourism Secretary, disclosed this at a re-orientation seminar for leaders 
and members of concert parties at the Arts Centre in Accra yesterday. He 
stated that pupils in middle schools would be encouraged to compete yearly in 
the singing of patriotic songs and secondary school students would compete in 
drama and dancing. The Secretary reminded participants in the seminar that 
they should critically examine the contents of their shows, their life-styles 
and their effects on their audience. Mr Yirenkyi pointed out that no effort 
should be spared in eliminating downgrading aspects in their performances. 

He gave as an example the smearing of faces of actors and said such a ruse was 
initially introduced to ridicule the blackman. Any performance which is de- 
signed to provoke laughter should not be done in a way as to ridicule the 
African, he advised.

MACHEL ON ATTRIBUTES OF NEWLY APPOINTED MILITARY LEADERS

[Excerpts from address by President Samora Machel, delivered in Chaimite, 
Mozambique, on 4 March 1982] 


[Excerpts] "It is through close ties with the people that 
the army gains more maturity and class consciouness; our 
army is there to serve the people, the revolution and 
socialism and to keep its weapons aimed against reaction," 
declared Marshal Samora Machel, commander-in-chief of the 
FPLM [Armed forces of Mozambique), speaking yesterday in 
Chaimite at a ceremony installing the new assistant chief 
of staff of the FPLM, the military commanders of nine 
provinces and the commanders of two motorized infantry 
brigades. Following is the text of Marshal Machel's 
address. 


Comrade members of the Permanent Political Committee of the FRELIMO Party 
Central Committee; 


Comrade members of the Council of Ministers; 
Comrade officers of the Armed Forces of Mozambique: 


The history of military arts teaches us that no army is strong without a 
strong command. 


It teaches us that no matter how good an army's soldiers may be, if the command 
is weak its mission is irreparably compromised. 


Today, we are installing high officers of our armed forces, to strengthen the 
leadership of our army. They have a weighty responsibility to help strengthen 
the role of our army in the struggle for the territorial integrity and 
sovereignty of our country. 


They have the weighty responsibility of carrying on the tradition of the 


glorious Popular Forces for the Liberation of Mozambique, combining the military 
struggle with political work among the masses. 
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Specifically, it is their duty, in cooperation with the local structures, to: 


--mobilize the people for the tasks of building socialism; 

--establish the party and see that, where they exist, the party organs 
function correctly; 

--organize the people in communal villages and engage them in collective forms 
of production; 

--engage the soldiers under their command in productive tasks to help implement 
the Central State Plan for 1982 and to make their own military units self- 
sufficient, in accordance with the principle that "an army that is not 
productive is a parasitic army." 


During the war, all of you were also political commissars. 


The creation of a modern socialist army is not imcompatible with this 
principle. 


On the contrary, it is through close links with the people that an army gains 
more maturity and class consciousness. Our army is here to serve the people, 
the revolution and socialism and to keep its weapons trained on reaction. 


It was the mission of our army, before any action, to make a detailed 
reconnaissance of the area where it would be fighting. 


--It had to know the customs, the traditions and the culture of the people. 

--It had to know the degree to which the people were willing to cooperate 
with the army. 

--It had to know the geography of the area and the position of the enemy. 

--It had to know the essence of the social phenomena existing in the area. 


Thus our army could define very precisely the strategy and tactics to employ 
in its contacts with the people, in their enlistment and in the eradication 
of the enemy. 


These are traditions which our army must adopt again for greater efficiency 
and fighting ability. The people must be a source of continuing inspiration 
to the army. An army without ties to the people is a capitalist army. 


The generals and other officers commissioned today also have a responsibility 
to further enhance the military prestige of our armed forces, 

--improving its combat readiness; 

--improving its technical, strategic and tactical efficiency; 

--establishing correct relations between the people and the armed forces. 


The units which you will be commanding must be primarily concerned with 
insuring the necessary peace and tranquillity sothat the people may engage 
more fully in building the socialist nation. 


In cooperation with other defense and security forces and in close collabora- 


tion with the people, the units which you are to command must see that unrest 
and disorder do not become the norm in the areas where they operate. 
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Your past struggle has given you an even greater responsibility. You are 
all veterans of the armed struggle for national liberation. 


You are the ones who have written the new and glorious pages in the history 


of our army; you have contributed to the enrichment of socialist military 
science and art. 


You must know how to command like the military chiefs you are. You must be 


familiar with the life and problems of the soldiers; you must know how to be 
judicious in the decisions you make. 


You must be modest and generous--these are characteristics of our people--but 
you must also know how to be severe when the situation demands it. 


We are certain that you will carry out the mission which you have just been 
assigned with dedication and with the sacrifice of your very lives. You have 
proved your dedication in the past; you have proved it in the present. This 
is a guarantee that you will take up and carry out your mission in defense 

of the people, the FRELIMO Party and the socialist nation. 

I wish you good work and much success in the performance of your mission.

GOOD RELATIONS BETWEEN USSR, MOZAMBICAN WORKERS IN MOSOPESCA 
Beira DIARIO DE MOCAMBIQUE in Portuguese 18 Jan 82 p 14 


[Text] MOSOPESCA, the joint Mozambican-Soviet fishing enterprise, is planning 
this year to recover two shrimpboats which have been out of service for 5 
years and to do repairs and maintenance on two other semioperational vessels 
also used for shrimping. 


According to information given to us by Jose Carlos Lopes Pereira, director 

of the enterprise, in addition to ensuring fulfillment of the goals set by 

the PEC [Central State Plan], MOSOPESCA is also planning this year to continue 
its training and specialization program for Mozambican workers. To this end, 
more local theoretical and practical courses will be given and more Mozambicans 
will be sent abroad for training, mainly to the USSR and the GDR. 


Jose Carlos Pereira also told our reporter that it will not be possible to 
expand our fishing fleet before next year. MOSOPESCA, the only enterprise 
the country engaged in supplying the domestic market with fish, currently 

has four industrial trawlers used for fishing. Each one has a maximum annual 
capacity of 1,500 tons of fish. 


What is MOSOPESCA? 


As we said at the beginning of this article, MOSOPESCA is a joint Mozambican- 
Soviet fishing enterprise. It was established 3 years ago following agree- 
ments signed between the People's Republic of Mozambique and the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics in the area of fishing. 


Besides catching fish for the domestic market, MOSOPESCA is also involved 
in catching shrimp for export. Its headquarters are in Maputo and it operates 
along the coasts of that region and in Beira, Quelimane and Nacala. 


Last year, according to Jose Lopes Pereira, the enterprise met the PFC tar- 
gets 112 percent. Last year's production was 6,780 tons of fish, or 1,000 
tons more than the total for 1980. As for shrimp, MOSOPESCA caught 150 
tons last year, thus exceeding by 120 tons the 1980 production of only 30 
tons. 
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For this year, as a result of the project to recover more boats and to do 
maintenance on the others, the enterprise has a target of 6,100 tons of fish 
and 190 tons of shrimp. Addressing this subject, Jose Carlos Pereira stressed 
that despite "these other activities, our prospects for this year are quite 
promising. We will naturally have to make a greater effort, but everything 
indicates that we will meet our targets." He concluded by pointing out that 
relations between Mozambican and Soviet workers in the enterprise are good 

and promising.

PRESENT, PAST GDR EDUCATIONAL ASSISTANCE REPORT 
Beira DIARIO DE MOCAMBIQUE in Portuguese 2% Feb 82 pp 10, 16 
[Article by Artur Ricardo] 


[Excerpt] A group of 40 Mozambicans closely connected with educational 

services in our country will leave for the GDR next Thursday. The group 
includes district delegates, sector chiefs and instructors from all the 

training centers for primary school teachers in Mozambique. 


In that socialist country, the district delegates and educational sector 
chiefs will study the Management and Organization of Work and will also 
attend classes in Marxism-Leninism. 


The instructors will specialize in the disciplines currently taught in the 
training centers, such as teaching methods, psychology and Marxism-Leninism. 
Ali the individuals will be distributed between the Halle Teaching Institute 
and the Potsdam Center, in the GDR. 


DIARIO DE MOCAMBIQUE learned from Focas Sandaliu, an individual with the 
National Directorate of Education, that this action is within the framework of 
the Scientific Cooperation Accord signed in 1978 between the MEC [Ministry of 
Education and Culture] and the GDR Ministry of National Education. The 
agreement provides for the training of Mozambican cadres in the European 
country. 


The members of the group were selected from all the provinces in Mozambique 
through the provincial directorates of education. They have already received 
intensive training in the basics of the German language, which will enable 
them to assimilate quickly the instructicon imparted in German. 


They will remain in the GDR for 11 months. Thus, they will return to the RPM 
[People's Republic of Mozambique] in December of this year, and at the 
beginning of the 1983 school year they will be ready to work in the various 
educational sectors to which they will be assigned. After their training, they 
will be assigned according to the needs of each province. 


Teachers Start Off in August 
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Sandaliu noted that, in addition to these individuals, another group of 29 
secondary school teachers with prior working experience will go to the GDR in 
August, for training in chemistry, physics, biology, einen psychology 
and socialist education. 


These individuals have completed the ninth class, and also come from all the 
provinces in the country. They are all currently in the city of Maputo, and 
starting next week they will attend classes in German, taught by staff members 
of the Ed.ardo Mondlane University with the assistance of a group of GDR 
cooperants serving in the capital. 


According to our informant, this will make it possible for them to enter various 
universities and attend the above-mentioned classes as soon as they arrive in 
the GDR, without having to attend German classes first. 


"These 29 teachers will remain in the GDR for 4 years. When they return, they 
will train other Mozambican instructors and will not be teaching in the 
secondary schools, as you may already have gathered," said Sandaliu. 


From 1979 to 1982 


As we mentioned earlier, these initiatives are included in the scientific 
cooperation accord signed in 1979 between the two education ministries, 
providing for the training of Mozambican educational cadres in this socialist 
country. The year this important document was signed, 31 district delegates 
of the Ministry of Education and Culture and 10 individuals from the 14 
training centers left for the GDR. They are now serving in all the 
Mozambican provinces. 


In 1980, the accord was further enriched. In addition to the 21 delegates and 
10 instructors who were sent to the GDR, it was established that our MEC 

would send secondary school teachers and sector chiefs, personnel linked to 
education in the provincial directorates. 


Thus, last year, 31 district delegates, 11 instructors, 26 secondary school 
teachers and 10 primary school sector chiefs were able to go to the GDR. 


Illness 


As we learned during our conversation with Focas Sandaliu, both the group that 
will leave on 25 February and the one that will leave in August have been in 
the nation's capital since last November. 


"When they arrived here they were given a physical examination. We were quite 
concerned when the doctors told us that 85 percent of them were suffering from 
a disease called schistosomiasis. They had to undergo treatment for a period 
of 30 to 40 days. Fortunately, at the end of this period it was confirmed that 
they were all in excellent health," said our informant.

ENERGY OFFICIAL ON CAHORA BASSA ISSUE, COOPERATION WITH PORTUGAL 
Maputo TEMPO in Portuguese 14 Feb 82 pp 12-14 


[Interview with Abdul Magid Osman, Mozambican secretary of state for coal and 
hydrocarbons, granted to DIARIO DE NOTICIAS, in Portugal, during a recent 
visit ] 


[Excerpt] Abdul Magid Osman, our secretary of state for coal and hydrocarbons, 
recently led a Mozambican delegation to Portugal, where it met with Portuguese 
authorities to discuss issues related to the Cahora Bassa Hydroelectric Project. 


On that occasion, Osman granted an interview to the Portuguese newspaper 
DIARIO DE NOTICIAS, in which he discussed aspects of the exploitation of 
Mozambique's mineral resources, as well as the utilization of Cahora Bassa 
electric power. For its interest, we are reprinting the interview in its 
entirety. 


The prospects for economic cooperation between Portugal and Mozambique are vast, 
now that there is a "significant political understanding between the two 
countries," Dr Abdul Magid Osman, Mozambique's secretary of state for coal 

and hydrocarbons, told DIARIO DE NOTICIAS. "Regardless of the differences in 
their political systems both peoples have much to gain by working together." 


In our interview with Osman, who was leading a Mozambican delegation in Lisbon 
to discuss issues pertaining to the Cahora Bassa Hydroelectric Project, he 
talked about the problems involved in this huge undertaking, in which Portugal 
has invested some 40 million contos, and also discussed other topics of 
interest to both countries. 


NOTICIAS: What countries is Mozambique considering for its coal exports? 


Osman: Almost all the European countries are interested in our coal: Italy, 
France, Switzerland and Finland, for example, and now Portugal as well. We 

are not discussing the possibility that Portugal could join with other 

European countries to obtain Mozambican coal, at medium and long range. In the 
case of gas, we are negotiating with some countries that normally--like those 

I mentioned--work with the petrochemical industry. Through QUIMIGAL [Quimica 
de Portugal] and, to a certain extent, through PARTEX, Portugal is also 

taking part. 
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NOTICIAS: From what we know, however, you are having difficulties transporting 
you coal. How are you solving them? 


Osman: We are, in fact, having problems moving our coal. To solve them, we 
have to rebuild the Beira-Moatize railway. (The coal is located in the Moatize 
region.) Our immediate task is to solve the problem of the rail line, which is 
our primary concern. After that, the problem is interrelated with the 

problem of developing the port of Beira, which, at the regional level, should 
be serving other neighboring countries as well as Mozambique: Malawi, Zambia 
and Zimbabwe. 


NOTICIAS: And regarding petroleum? 


Osman: We are doing some work here. Seismic studies are in progress. We have 
started some work with Shell, and this year we expect to move into a second 
phase, signing contracts with various international companies. 


NOTICIAS: The prospects? 
Osman: They are good. 
Cahora Bassa Issue 


NOTICIAS: Mozambique wants to renegotiate the rates charged to South Africa 
for electric power supplied from Cahora Bassa. The Pretoria Governemtn, 
however, argues that the supply is irregular because of interruptions caused 
by sabotage to the transmission system inside Mozambique. How are you 
planning to solve the problem? 


Osman: Perhaps the problem should be stated in a slightly different way. 
South Africa purchases electric power from Cahora Bassa, not just at a lower 
cost than is customary on the international market, but a ridiculous price, 
and this rate was in effect even before there was any interruption in the 
supply. What is happening here is that they are using this circumstance to 
try to obfuscate the basic issue. This is not to say that we do not recognize 
the great difficulty in negotiating with South Africa when the power supply 
is irregular. The issue here is to find out who is responsible for the 
sabotage that is interrupting the power supply. It is very clear to us that 
South Africa is to blame. We think the groups acting in Mozambique are an 
extension of the South African army itself. It is in this context that the 
problem must be resolved. It is not just a question of taking security 
measures. 


NOTICIAS: In the current discussions in Lisbon, there was talk of alternative 
uses for the Cahora Bassa power. What alternatives, aside from the industrial 
projects that are under consideration in connection with the dam? 


Osman: We have to put the question in terms of the market economy. Thus, 
there are several options for negotiation, establishing really just relations 
regarding a product which we have for sale. One option would be, for example, 
to supply power to Zimbabwe and, in return, to obtain from that country some 
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of the products Portugal needs. Zimbabwe has large coal deposits. For its 
part, Portugal is thinking in terms of thermoelectric plants. Well, without 
precluding the possibility that Mozambique could come to supply coal to Portugal, 
Zimbabwe might be interested ‘n trading its coal for electric power. As we all 
know, it is impossible to export electric power, but it is possible to export 
coal, and all of Europe, including Portugal, is betting on coal as a source of 
energy. Contrary to what has happened up to now--and we recognize that 
Portugal has a very large debt and is justifiably concerned about reducing 
this responsibility quickly--Cahora Bassa must be seen in a broader 
perspective. It should not be setting the two countries apart, but bringing 
them together. 


Notable Political Understanding 


NOTICIAS: That fact is that, in the recent past, Cahora Bassa has caused 
serious differences between the two countries. Have these differences been 
definitely settled? 


Osman: That situation has been overcome. With the visit of our foreign affairs 
minister, after a meeting on Cahora Bassa, through the visit by Leonardo 
Mathais to Maputo and the Mozambican visit of President Ramalho Eanes, a 
climate of understanding and cordiality has been created, making it possible 

to discuss the problems without the emotion that is apt to lead to rifts. 

There are always problems when you are developing relations of cooperation, 

but they can be examined dispassionately, avoiding an impasse. We are trying 
to overcome the problems to arrive at a model of cooperation with Portugal. 
Your country presents a specific situation; you do not have the aspirations 

that other powers may be nursing. 


NOTICIAS: Neocolonialist aspirations? 


Osman: Sure. Mozambique has much to offer Portugal. Let us sit down 
together, then, and see what we can do--we ourselves, with the potential 
Portugal has, together with what other European countries can offer. 


NOTICIAS: The discussions the Mozambican delegation had in Lisbon--were they 
positive? 


Osman: Very positive. Our purpose was to take up matters related to Cahora 
Bassa, but also to pursue discussions initiated during the presidential 

visit regarding some cooperation-related action. Both the Portuguese and 
Mozambican delegations came away from the discussions feeling that Cahora 
Bassa could be a nucleus of cooperation between Mozambique and Portugal. ‘This 
will mean advantages for Mozambique (when we present proposals such as those 
we discussed, we are thinking about the economic development of Mozambique) 
and for Portugal (because it will enable Portugal to solve some problems). 


NOTICIAS: You have already presented proposals? 
Osman: Yes. Very soon, a Portuguese delegation should come to Mozambique-- 


and, if possible, to neighboring countries--to discuss some of the details of 
our proposals. 
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Difficult But Firm Path 
NOTICIAS: What are the prospects for cooperation in other sectors? 


Osman: If we analyze the Portuguese and Mozambican economies, we find that 

the prospects for cooperation are vast. Portugal imports large amounts of 
aluminum, sugar, meat and some grains. Mozambique has great potential in these 
areas. In turn, Portugal offers its great capacity to rebuild railways, a 
great tradition in the construction sector, a certain agricultural tradition, 
for example. 


There are several sectors in which, once trade relations and economic 
consultation between the two countries are initiated and established, the 
programs will emerge naturally, in practical terms. 


NOTICIAS: What do you feel must be done to this end? 


Osman: The great objectives, which are often difficult to achieve, require 
great effort. When we present our proposals, we are aware that their 
implementation may not be easy, but we think it is possible to bring them 
about. To do this, it is important that the authorities of the two 

countries meet with one another and that the Portuguese businessmen make 

more frequent trips to Mozambique. The warmth and kindness with which we have 
been received at this time are possible only because we have reached this 
political understanding. Regardless of the differences in their political 
Systems, Portugal and Mozambique have much to gain by going forward together.

SHORTAGE OF CHARCOAL, OTHER FUEL PLAGUES BEIRA 
Beira DIARIO DE MOCAMBIOQUE in Portuguese 15 Feb 82 pp 2, 10 
[Commentary: ‘Cook With What"] 


[Excerpt} Housewives (and not only housewives) are complaining that they have 
no way to cook their meals. Not everyone has an electric stove, obviously, 
and it is not easy to find wood here in the city. As if this were not enough, 
making the situation more troublesome, there is a shortage of domestic gas and 
oil. 


Given this picture, charcoal emerged a while ago as an alternative fuel. At 
that time we saw many families and even hotels and similar establishments 
joining an already vast multitude of charcoal consumers. 


It was a brief ray of sunshine, because in recent months even charcoal has 
become scarce--even though it is known to be produced not far from the 
capital of Sofala, namely in Dondo and Nhangau, and although we know that at 
least 600 individuals in the various districts of the city of Beira are 
authorized to sell it. "What are we going to cook with now?" people are 
asking. 


Anyone who has been using charcoal for some time to cook her meals and to heat 
the irons to press her clothes is well aware that this is not the first 
charcoal crisis--so to speak--to occur in Beira. There comes a time every 
year when charcoal becomes scarcer, little by little, until the situation 
becomes actually troublesome, forcing people to go on great marches in search 
of charcoal, if they can find it at all. It is an old problem, for which 
practical and definite solutions have yet to be found. 


The charcoal consumed in Beira is produced, as we said, in Dondo and Nhangau. 
The production sites are generally some distance from the highway and, in 
many cases, even far from the trails that penetrate the jungle. It is there 
that the collier fells the trees, sets up his furnaces, burn the charcoal, 
bags it and waits for his customers to arrive, who buy if from him to sell in 
Beira. 
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Rain Major Obstacle 


In the dry season there is no big problem. Trails are open and the trucks can 
reach the production sites to load up. As it happens, however, this is not 
the dry season. The heavy rains that fell in December and January turned the 
trails to mud, which makes it difficult for trucks to reach the production 
areas. Hence, from that time on, a limited number of retailers have been 
going to Dondo to pick up the charcoal. 


Suggestion 


The factors mentioned above should be taken into account these days when we 
look for an explanation of the current charcoal crisis in Beira. Explaining 
the problem, however, is not enough. It is important to find solutions. 
Since the problem comes up every year with the return of the rainy season, and 
since it is known--even though not precisely--when the rains will come, we 
feel it is possible to find some way to at least reduce the size of the 
problem. It is a matter of picking up large amounts of charcoal from the 
production sites during the dry season and stockpiling it in (a) determined 
location(s). This charcoal would serve to alleviate the crisis in the 

rainy season. Obviously, this would not solve the current crisis, but it 
might help to solve the next one. Why not try it?

CARBOMOC PRODUCTION SHORTAGES SEEN CORRECTED 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 24 Feb 82 p 8 


[Text] ''The lack of production materiel that prevented a 
quick resumption of operations in the CARBOMOC mines, in 
Tete, at the beginning of this year has been practically 
eliminated," the RM [Republic of Mozambique] Planning Group 
writes, citing the management of the Mozambican coal 
enterprise. 


According to the same source, Carbonifera de Mozambique, in Tete, did not mine 
coal during the first 20 days of this year in the four mines currently in 
operation, because of problems with the provision of production items. 


As a result of that suspension, CARBOMOC registered a daily production deficit 
of about 2 tons [sic] of coal, which would have been sold on the foreign 
market at $35 to $40 per ton. The company was idle for an equal period at 

the end of last year. 


Specifically, the suspension is due to the shortage of explosives used to 
break up the coal, according to CARBOMOC's economic and production directors, 
who add that the shortage was accompanied by a lack of material to repair the 
lifts that carry the coal from the bottom of the mines to the funnel. 


However, the workers at CARBOMOC are not completely idle, the Planning Group 
adds. The more than 2,000 employees of the company have resumed production, 
now that the shortage of production items which prevented the speedy resump- 
tion of mining operations has apparently eased. 


The workers at the CARBOMOC mines in Tete have a reputation for industrious- 
ness, despite the difficult working conditions they face. 


About 90 percent of the production material used in coal mining must be 
imported, including the dump trucks needed to transport the coal for drying 
and subsequent treatment. 


To reduce imports, information from the company management indicates that the 
country may begin to produce explosives for coal mining operations. 


The study now being drafted is one of the first firm steps taken to solve or 
minimize the problems of importing production materiel.

PEOPLE'S STORES IN PRIVATE HANDS--Julio Kazembe, head of the Technical Di- 
rectorate of the Ministry of Home Trade, told our reporter that the program 
to close out the People's Stores Enterprise had been 97.5 percent completed 
by December. He added that the program was subject to slight delays be- 
cause of various problems, including a lack of candidates, bookkeeping de- 
lays, disorganized accounting records, and problems in the operations of 
some provincial liquidating commissions. Begun in March 1980, following 
guidelines prepared by the top leaders of the party and the government as 
part of the Political and Organizational Offensive, the closeout procedure 
was accelerated in 1981. Although work was intensive during the first year, 
some difficulties related to the concept of the transfer of the People's 
Stores Enterprise to private hands delayed the work. Asked about what ar- 
rangements were made for workers affected by the transfer, Julio Kazembe 
replied as follows: "To ensure that no former employees of the enterprise 
are idle, the provincial liquidating commissions sent lists of the workers 
affected to the provincial labor directorates. However, a shortage of jobs 
and the unwillingness of some workers to accept certain types of work have 
meant that some workers are unemployed.

CZECH KNITTING INDUSTRY ASSISTANCE--The Knitting Factory Union, which is 
located in the outskirts of Maputo and manufactures sportswear and socks for 
men, wome, children, will be expanded by mid-1983 to increase production and 
to ensure the domestic supply of these goods that are currently popular 
consumer articles in the country. According to information gathered by our 
reporter from Antonio Martins, the director of that factory, the expansion 
project was approved by the Ministry of Industry and Energy, and an agreement 
with Czechoslovakia, through the firm INVESTA, which provides for the supply 
and assembly of 122 sock knitting machines with a capacity to produce 4,789,000 
pairs a year, has already been signed. The contract for delivery of ..iis 
large amount of machinery was signed last year by the Office of Textile 
Research and Projects, and agency under the Ministry of Industry and Energy, 
and INVESTA. According to Antonio Martins, the project is already being 
implemented. The first step is to select 22 persons to leave for Czecho- 
slovakia in March. For 6 months, these Mozambicans will attend courses on 
electricity and repair of knitting machines in that socialist country. Some 
of these persons are already involved in a pretraining program at the Knitting 
Factory Union.

BATTERY FIRM WORKS UNDER CAPACITY--Victor Guimaraes, the industrial director 
of TUDOR, said that production of automobile batteries should be resumed in 
June 1982. This company, the only one in Mozambique which manufactures 
regular batteries and car batteries, is paralyzed by a lack of raw materials. 
The director said this year's available raw materials will be enough for only 
7 months. In recent years, there has been a constant shortage of regular 
batteries and car batteries on the national market. This situation concerns 
many Mozambicans. The battery shortage directly affects the people in the 
rural areas where there is no electricity. The situation is made worse 
because these people have limited access to newspapers and periodicals. 

The radio is the only source of national and international news for them. 

The current shortage in our country makes this means of mass communication 
useless. "TUDOR is not responsible for the shortage of regular and car 
batteries and refuses to accept any responsibility for this problem. We have 
a staff of trained workers and machinery capable of producing batteries for 
the whole country,” said Guimaraes in an interview with Radio Mozambique. 

He also said that half the factory's work force has been laid off. "In 
March, April and May, they will not be able to make medium-size R14 or 
normal-size R20 batteries but production of batteries should begin again in 
June," he stressed again. "We are very concerned about supplying the people. 
The factory management has written often to our governing body about the 
problem. Unfortunately, we have not received a satisfactory response. If the 
situation continues, we will have to lay off all workers in a few months,"

DUTCH FOOD DONATION--The Dutch Government has placed another 48 million 
meticals at the disposal of the People's Republic of Mozambique for food 
assistance, according to a communique distributed to the press by the Embassy 
of the Kingdom of the Netherlands in Maputo. According to the communique, an 
agreement will be concluded soon between the embassy and the National Planning 
Commission. It adds that the Dutch charge d'affairs in Maputo "is confident 
that it will be implemented very soon, to alleviate the serious food shortage, 
primarily in the provinces affected by the drougth." This additional sum 
placed at the disposal of the RPM by the Netherlands is in response to the 
appeal made last week by our Council of Ministers to the international commun- 
ity. After announcing that the coastal districts of Cabo Delgado and Nampula 
provinces have been declared natural disaster areas asaresult of the pro- 
longed 2-year drought, disrupting normal life for the people of the region, the 
Council of Ministers determined several actions to be taken by the government 
organs.

HE Federal Electoral Commission (FEDECO), 

as a vital machinery entrusted with the 
onerous duties and responsibilities of conducting 
elections in Nigeria, appears, as manifest in the 
delay of the local government elections, not to 
have the reputation of an organisation handling its 
national affairs with speed and despatch. 

THIS might be the reason why, when out of the 
blue and without sufficient notice, it gave its 
ultimatum of March 21, 1982, as the dead-line for 
political groups to register with FEDECO for the 
1983 general elections. 

WE of the Daily Star strongly believe that this 
is rather a precipitate action and a FEDECO 
politicking exercise. We are of the opinion that the 
first and foremost duty of FEDECO is to conduct 
and supervise elections that are free and fair in 
accordance with the principles of democratic 
processes, in a congenial political atmosphere, 
free from intimidation, political tuggery, violence. 
and harassment of voters in favour of any political 
party. 

WE fail to see how the political associations can 
meet all . the constitutional requirements 
demanded for them within the time table specified 
by FEDECO. We recall that the same hurried 
action led to the registration of only five out of 
more than 50 political associations in 1978. 

WHAT we are stressing here is that more time 
should be given for the registration exercise to 
avoid the repeat performance, mutual antagonism 
and the political ballyhoo and bad blood that 
characterised the 1978 registration imbroglio. 
GIVEN tne slow speed with which FEDECO 
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"The FEDECO March 21 Deadline"] 


approaches its duties, the March 21 dead-line 
appears a political strategy to frustrate the moves 
of the four political parties, NPP, UPN, PRP and 
the GNPP, in their alignment exercise, in time, 
before the 1983 elections. A new political 
association has to work out its constitution and 
agree on its symbol and flag. And of course, for 
the political association or group to qualify as a 
political party and be registered by FEDECO, it 
must have functional offices in the 19 states to 
give it a national orientation, acceptance and 
credibility. 

SURELY the FEDECO rigid time table does not 
give the political groups any breathing space for 
them to work out the relevant modalities to satisfy 
FEDECO’s requirements, and this would mean 
disenfranchisement for some groups until when 
another opportunity presents itself. 

THIS type of political trend is not good for the 
healthy growth of our political system and 
democracy, which should envisage the widest 
possible representation of the people, and not a 
teleguided democracy. 

WE are therefore appealing to FEDECO to 
extend the time table sufficiently to give political 
groups time to do their jobs properly. 

FOR FEDECO to enjoy the confidence of all 
Nigerians, it must refuse to allow itself to be 
manipulated by any political: party for partisan 
gains. It has to stand firm to retain its credibility as 
an impartial organ of the government, the political 
situation in the country notwithstanding, for if it 
behaves otherwise. the political stability, national 
unity and concord of the nation could be at grave 
risk.

Our experience in this 
country has demonstrated quite clearly 
that the chances of abuse of power in- 
crease in inverse proportion to the level 
of overnment—i.e. the lower the level 
th. .nore the abuse. A glaring example, 
right now, is the spate of strikes all over 
the country. Whereas the federal 
authorities bably suspect sabotage 
in say the NEPA strike, they have not 
behaved in an arbitra:y manner and 
ordered anybody’s sacx. This sharply 
cont. asts with the ar:t'ons of the Anam- 
bra State Goveinmeni over the recent 
teachers’ strike action whereby Gover- 
nor Jim Nwobodo ordered the instant 
dismissal of theif leaders. The pro- 
bability is that if he had a police force, 
the teachers would ail have been 
behind. bars. But this hiahhanded 
behaviour of Governor Nwobodo’s pro- 
bably has more to do with the 
threshold of political tolerance at the 
lower levels of government than in any 
streak for highhandedness which may 
be in his blood.

THE Prime Minister, 
Mr P W Botha, con- 
ceded yesterday that 
it was “hard to 
match the means to 
the goals” — and 
went on to describe 
in glowing terms his 
master plan for a 


confederation of 
states for South 
Africa. 


Mr Botha said that 
the objectives of his, 
and every responsible 
government, were to at- 
tain a better quality of 
life for all citizens. 

But sometimes it was 
hard to watch “the 
means to the goals”. 

He said: “I may know 
where I want to go, but 
not how to get there — 
or there may be several 
alternative courses 
from which I must 
choose one.” 

Opening the seventh 
session of the Gazanku-

NP SPLIT FINAL, TREURNICHT TO FORM PARTY

THE NATIONAL PARTY split is final. 
' That is the message that comes from 
weekend developments on both sides. 
Dr Treurnicht and his supporters have 
cleared the way for the formation of a 

new party. 

The new Transvaal leader of the NP, Mr F 
W de Klerk, has announced that the re- 
bel MPs who are still in the party are to 
be kicked out of it. 

Waterberg and Lichtenberg, where Dr 
Treurnicht and Dr Ferdi Hartzenberg, 
former Cabinet Ministers, received over- 
whelming votes of confidence despite 
the presence of Mr De Klerk and other 
Ministers, served notice that the breaka- 
ways are assured of strong support in 
some of the constituencies they rep- 
resent, and that the battle is not to be 
dismissed, like one or two Nationalist 
newspapers have tried to do, with the 
customary contempt for people who 
leave the party. 

The breakaway to the Right has been in 
progress ever since Dr Albert Hertzog 
and Mr Jaap Marais were expelled in 
1969, but it never had the stamp of ac- 
ceptability for dedicated, true-blue Nat- 
ionalists. 

The 200 000 votes which Mr Jaap Marais’ 
Herstigte Nasionale Party received in 
the last election were not a sign that he 
was suddenly the new leader for whor\ 
conservatives were looking. 

Besides the Right-wing “kaffer op sy plek” 
racialists he had acquired from the 
‘start, there were for-the-time-being sup- 
porters like public servants griping 
about their pay, Nationalists opposed to 
mixing of parks in their areas, and is- 
sues like the rises in the cost of essen- 
tials that brought him votes.

But for most conservative Nationalists, 
Mr Jaap Marais was too crude a racial- 
ist, too much of a rabble-rousing ex- 
tremist, to win their support. 

If they were to break from the NP, they 
_would need a leader who would have the 
personal image and political strength of 
character that would make it easy for 
them to fall in behind him. 


Dr Treurnicht is that kind of man; Mr 


Jaap Marais never was. 

Indeed, like it or not, what has happened is 
that there is now a defection from the 
NP of traditionalists — people who still 
have faith in separate development, who 
wish to preserve White sovereignty at 
all costs, and who will not have any 
truck with Coloured Cabinet Ministers 
and Coloureds and Indians in healthy or 
any other power sharing with Whites. 

They have a cause, they have a leader, and 
they will next Saturday have a party. 

What we are seeing is a rift that will run 
right through Afrikanerdom and its 
institutions — the Broederbond, the 
Rapportryers, the Afrikaanse Taal en 
Kultuurvereniging, the teachers, the 
public servants, the police, the academ- 
ics, the farmers. 

It will not be just a split but a gulf. And the 
battle will not only be waged between 
the NP and the Right-wing parties, but 
within the NP, from grassroots level up. 

Since we have believed that Afrikaner 
unity is essential if the country is to be 
strong enough to meet and overcome 
the onslaught against it, we have 
watched the collapse of this unity with 
concern. 

Others welcome it, however, because they 
see in the Afrikaner rift an opportunity 
for a realignment of political forces 











which will enable the Government, with 
new allies, to bring about changes in 
such a form and to such an extent that a 
new verligte era will dawn for South 
Africa. 

The contrary might also prove likely, 
namely, that the extent of the revolt 
against the Government's reformist 
policies might resuit in the Government 


having to take a more careful approach 
to reform. 
It would then not go as far as it intended. 
Dr Treurnicht has not been against 
change, he has insisted all along, but 
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against any diminution of the White 
man’s sovereignty over his affairs. 

He may argue about what the Government 
intends, but in the end he will have to 
say what he and his party are prepared 
to do for other races. 

He simply cannot be Dr No — as his critics 
have always called him — fur ever. He 
must present his own platform. 

Then, and only then, can he be judged dis- 
passionately. Then, and only théi> will

According to the re 
port, three White men 
used a powerful Rus- 
sian-built rocket 
launcher in the attack 
and’ the police were 
hard on the heels of the 
men who had fled 
South Africa shortly 
afterwards. 

Sources in Britain 
and South Africa were 
alleged to have con- 
firmed that Pretoria 
had made a formal re- 
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quest to the British 
Government for the 
men to be returned to 
South Africa to stand 
trial. 


The three had report- 
edly lived together in a 
house in Pretoria for a 
short while before they 
launched the attack on 
Voortrekkerhoogte. 


“They left the coun- 


try a few days after the 
attack on board a 
scheduled commercial 
flight,” the report said. 


Responsibility for the 
attack was claimed at 
the time by a spokes- 
man of the banned Afri- 
can National Congress 
in Dar-es-Salaam. It 
was reported that Rus- 
sian-manufactured 122 
mm rockets were used.

Mr Sonny Tarr, 
managing director of the Transkei Development Corporation, who made the 
announcement on behalf of Transkei's Prime Minister, Chief George Matanzima, 
said: "This is an important step in the right direction. The Transkei 
Government deserves all the credit for this decision. This change in policy, 
together with the imminent announcement by the South African Government of 
the proposed new and more attractive concessions to be offered to industri- 
alists moving to the national states, will certainly add greater impetus to 
the attraction of more industries to Transkei than in the past, particularly 
in view of the fact that Transkei is being included in the highest priority 
development region.""

[Text] Ugandan journalist, Mukotani Rugyendo who resigned his post as 
Editor-In-Chief of the government-owned UGANDA TIMES in Kampala last 
December told me how publicity-seeking politicians plagued him out of his 
job. 


"Editing a newspaper in the present situation in Uganda is difficult," 
the 32-year old journalist told me when he called at Nation House. "It's 
terrible when the paper is owned by the government. 


"With a government newspaper, everybody who's somebody thinks they must 
have a columm. When someone attends an insignificant up-country rally, 

he expects to read it in the newspaper the next morning. You find you have 
to appease people by giving them a paragraph or two--very much against what 
you feel as a journalist. 


"And that's not the only trouble. Everyone in power regards the newspaper 
as a dumping ground for his brothers, sisters, cousins and what-have-you. 

In the end, you have a small paper which is over-established and with the 

wrong kind of staff." 


Mukotani sat on the hot seat for only nine months. His predecessor had 
been sacked in hardly more than a year. 


"That's why there are no journalists in Uganda who want to work in the paper 
any more,” says Mukotani. The journalists have instead decided to start 
their own papers to compete with the UGANDA TIMES. And there are now not 
less than 30 daily, weekly, fortnightly and monthly newspapers in that tiny 


country. 


But all of them trail far behind the UGANDA TIMES in circulation, which at 
its best reaches some 30,000 copies. 


Mukotani resigned when the dichotomy between his feelings as a professional 
and the expectations of the politicians reached an unbearable point. 


"Just out of nowhere, people started scaring me out of my job, threatening 


my life. Some were saying they wanted me imprisoned. But I was impeccable-- 
as clean as a blank slate. 
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"But friends came to me and said from what they had heard, they didn't 
think it was wise for me to continue working at the paper. That's when I 
quit. 


"There's no way a government newspaper can be free. Journalism should be 
allowed to develop on its own--editorial and advertising supporting each 
other."

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KAUNDA ANNOUNCES FORMATION OF FOUR COMPANIES TO REVAMP ECONOMY 


Details of Announcement

PRESIDENT Kaunda 
yesterday announced the 
formation of four com- 
panies in the continued 
Party and Government 
efforts to revamp the 
economy and reduce 


corruption in parastatals. 

The companies are the 
Zambia National Tender 
Board, the Zambia National 
Audit Services, the Zambia 
National ~ Forwarding and 
Clearing Company, and the 
Legal Service Corporation. 

The Zambia National Tender Board. 
which will stamp out corruption will 
need legislation while the other three 
companies would start functioning 
immediately. 

Dr Kaunda announced the forma- 
tinn of ‘‘new regime of companies”’ 
at an early working State House Press 
conference and said they were intend- 
ed to institute a system of checks and 
balances in the parastatal sector: 
afford the Party and its Government 
necessary information over its assets; 
and introduce economies in the opera- 
tion of the companies concerned. 


He appointed Supreme Court judge 
Mr Justice Brendan Cullinan as head 
of the Legal Services Corporation 
which would provide legal services 
to Zimco and all parastatal companies. 

It is expected that the new com- 


panies would save the country millions 
of Kwacha. 


Dr Kaunda recailed how one of 
the forwarding companies in Zambia 
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tried to swindle the Party and its 
Government of KS million in foreign 
exchange. 

‘A few years ago, this forwarding 


and clearing company overcharged us 
to the tune of KS million and had it not 
been for vigilant Party militants at 
places of work we were going to lose. 

‘*At another time. another company 
nearly overcharged us K2 million.'’ he 
said. 

This was the ugliest side of capital- 
ism. ‘‘How do you rob a poor country 
like Zambia of KS million in foreign 
exchange?”’ 

The Zambia National Tender Board 
would replace all existing facilities for 
tender now serving Party and its 
Government and all parastatal organi- 
sations including copper mining com- 
panies. 

There would be a semi-autonomous 
divisional tender board for the mining 
sector and other parastatal organisa- 
tions. 

The company would be responsible 
for the supervision, regulation and 
coordination of the functions of the 
divisional tender boards. 

This arrangement would ensure 
that buving for all goods required by 
institutions were made from the most 
economical scurces available. 

The President said the Party and its 
Government could no longer accept 
the existing practices where some 
institutions in the country bought their 
requirements at double the cost at 
which other organisations obtained 
the same items. 


The tender board company would be 
the principal and authoritative source 
of information on the supply of com- 
modities for Zambia. 


Dr Kaunda szid he would like 
Prime Minister Mundia to be chair- 
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man of the tender board company to 
direct operations. 


He regretted a situation where a 
company or parastatal firm left one 
or two persons to decide on its require- 
ments. 


‘It has now been felt that Party 
committees at work, trade unions and 
management would choose one or 
two representatives each who would 
sit together and decide where to get 
requirements for their firm."’ 

This decision to let one cr 
two people to get require- 
ments for a firm had intro- 
duced an element of corrup- 


tion 

The Zambia National For- 
warding and Clearing Com- 
pany would be concerned 
with foreign trade. 

The formation of this orga- 
nisation was intended to 
help the Government and 
parastatal organisations take 
charge of their purchases at 
source. 


Legal services 


The company would choose 


routes by which goods were 
to be imported into the country 
bearing in mind the need to 
use the most economic routes. 

Dr Kaunda said the decision 
to establish the Legal Services 
Corporation was taken by the 
Party and its Government 
some time back. 

“The conditions ‘are now 
efficacious for this decision to 
be implemented." 

The firm would provide 
legal services to Zimco and all 
parastatal organisations at the 
normal fees charged bv practi- 
tioners. 

It 1s expected that consider- 
able savings would result to 
the companies concerned. 

Another company. the Zam- 
bia National Audit Services. 
would carry out audit work for 
the Zimco group of companies. 

The President said _ the 
company would operate like an 
ordinary firm of auditors char- 
ging normal audit fees. 

The Zambia National Audit 
Services would act as a ‘‘watch 
dog’ for the Government and 
it 1s expected that substantial 


savings would be made on 
audit @xpenses by the compa- 
nies concerned and that the 
service would provide facilities 
for the training of Zambians in 
this type of work. 

There would be cooperation 
between the auditor-general. 
the Zambia National Audit 
Services and the parliament- 
urv select committee on para- 
statal bodies. 

Replving to a question. Dr 
Kaunda said most companies 
under Zimco were doing well 
and had recovered except in 
some arcas like agriculture. 
transportation and mining. 

Verv soon the two mining 
companies. Nchanga Consoli- 
dated Copper Mines (NCCM) 
and Roan Consolidated Mines 
(RCM) would be merged. 

He thanked all those who 
had cooperated including the 
munority shareholders. the 
Party and its Government and 
the two mining companics in 
seeing that the merger was 
effected before the end of this 
vear.

Some people entrusted with buy- 
ing goods for the Government 
are rich today because of ‘‘com- 
missions’’ they obtained on 
contracts they signed without 
regard to the loss to the nation. 
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There is a voluminous catalogue of 
cases in which Zambia has been 
milked out of millions of Kwacha 
through dubious contracts both 
at home and abroad.

The Industrial Relations Court 
handles more cases from paras- 
tatals than private companies 
because some managements 
ignore simple and basic rules of 
procedure. They even break 
agreements with trade unions. 

The setting up of the Zambia 
National Audit Services is likely 
to ease the strain on the auditor- 
general’s office which is crying 
for qualified manpower. 

The auditor-general has done a 
commendable job since the 
Public Audit Act became effec- 


tive in 1980. Misdeeds and mal- 
practices in parastatal com- 


panies have become known 
because of his critical eye. We 
hope the new organisation will 
do the same if not better.

According to the participants 
socialism and Christianity 
were contradictory and could 
not go together.

[Excerpt] Archbishop Emmanuel Milingo has attacked the present educational 
system because it stresses "white-collar" jobs forcing the youth to shun man- 
ual work. 


Speaking during a

' President Kaunda., his wife

‘The fact that many educa- 
ted youths cannot find jobs 
is evidence that we = are 
missing something in our 
education.’ 


Archbishop Milingo added 
that the prevailing attitude of 
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educated youths, clearly 
showed that tHey had a 
misguided evaluation of them- 
selves and their role in society.

They were so money- 
minded that what counted on 
completion of their studies 
were the ‘‘Ministry of Finance 
and the Bank of Zambia,”’ he 
said.

BANK OF ZAMBIA ISSUES QUARTERLY REPORT FOR JUNE 1981

THE Bank of Zambia 
total assets and 
liabilities stood at 
Ki,141.5 million” in 
June last year, reflec- 
ting a rise of K82 
million or 7.7 per cent 
over the previous 
quarter. 

But during the period 
Zambia’s total primary 
liquidity declined by 
K23.3 million as against 
increases of K14.6 
million and K74.8 million 
in the corresponding 
quarter of 1980 and in 
the first quarter of 1981. 


The increase in the bank's 
assets was accounted for by 
nearly all the items except 
advances to the Government 
which ‘ remained at K178.2 
million. 

This is said in the Bank of 
Zambia quarterly financial re- 
port for June 1981 which savs 
on the annual basis treasury 
bills held by the State bank 
rose by K223.4 million or 44.5 
per cent from June 1980. 

This development occurred 
mainly because of a sharp fail 
in receipts from traditional 
sources of Government finan- 
ces such as mineral revenue. 
foreign trade and domestic 
taxes, umaccompaied by a 
similar decline in expenditure. 

‘‘The Bank of Zambia's 
foreign exchange holdings in- 
creased bv K6.9 million to 
K53.3 million during the 
quarter under review. The rise 
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was solely because of increa- 
sed Bank of Zambia hoiding of 
convertable currencies which 
amounted to K44.5 million this 
quarter,”’ it says. 

Of the other bank foreign 
exchange assets. gold remain- 
ed unchanged at K8.4 million 
whereas Special Drawing 
Rights (SDR) fell from K0O.7 
million in the last quarter to 
K0.4 million. 

The rise in Bank of Zambia 
liabilities of K82 million was 
accounted for by other depo- 
sits comprising largely the 
Kwacha counterpart of IMF 
resources. 

The consolidated assets and 
liabilities of the commercia! 
banks registered a decline of 
K22.4 million from K1.638.2 
million in he first quarter of 
1981 to K1.613.8 million in the 
second quarter. 

‘A substantial decrease of 
K35.9 million in commercial 
banks liabilities to banks 
abroad largely accounted ‘for 
the decrease in the banks’ 
total liabilities. 

Marginal declines were re- 
corded in C overnment and de- 
mand deposits. and commer- 
cial banks’ liabilities to Bank 
of Zambia which together 
am snted to K13.6 million. 

On the liquidity position, the 
report says the fall observed 
during the current quarter \ as 
largely because of substanual 
declines of K68.2 million net 
foreign assets of the monetary 
authority. 

This decline was assisted by 
treasury bills outside Bank 
of Zambia which went down by 
K 13.8 miilion. The decrease in 
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primary liquidity should have 
been greater had it not been 
for Bank of Zambia other 
items and monetary authority 
net claims on the Government 
which rose by K78 million and 
K29.7 million respectively. 

The report says: ‘‘The 
decrease recorded in total 
primary liquidity had _ the 
greatest impact on commercial 
banks liquidity which fell by 
K27 million. 

Total money supply recor- 
ded a smaller increase of 0.5 
per cent from K891.3 million 
at the end of March. 1981 to 
K896 million at the end of 
June, the same vear. 


The ‘ncrease in money supply 
was caused by the K6.9 
million rise in narrow money 
(defined to include currency 
outside banks and demand 
deposits) from K522.1 million 
in the previous quarter to 
KS29 mil jion in this quarter. 


Narrow money has risen 
steadily each quarter since 
June, 1980 to record an annua! 
increase of K55.9 million or 
11.8 per cent. 


The bulk of the rise in nar- 
row money was attributed to 
increases in currency outside 
banks which rose by K9.4 
million or 6.2 per cent during 
the quarter. 
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NCCM EMPLOYEES TO BE UNDER RCM DURING PRE-MERGER TRANSITION

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fair and reasonable. 

The letter reads in part: 

“Apropos of this, the 
boards will be making 
recommendations to the 
ordinary shareholders of 
their two companies that 
they, the = shareholders, 
should vote in favour of the 
resolutions approving the 
merget at extraodinary gene- 
tal meetings which have 
been convened for March 
17, 1982."” 

The two managing direc- 
tors appealed to the workers
